A bridge-grafting and top work- 


Ing demonstration was held Thurs- 
day afternoon, April T, on the farm 
of P. J. McManua at Milton. 
The 


demonstration was arranged by F. 
•M. Wlgsten, manager of the 1'lster 
County Farm Bureau, In conjunction 
with the Extension Service of the 
State Agricultural College at Cor- 
nell. It was conducted by Prof. G. 
W. Peck and about sixty farmers 
wer* present.
